The Plum Creek mine was ronninf? 
considerable coal yesterday, and the 
number of men reported nt work equals 
that of Monday. The failure to hold a 
meeting at Camp Solution was another 
disappmnting feature of the dar, and 
the men ate loudly clamoring for (he 
presence of the officials. 

Yesterday afternoon District Presi- 
dent Pat Dolan accused the operators of 
the Pittsburg district with having 
broken faith with the striking miners 
in this district. Ho also outlined the 
or to be pursued by the United Mine 
forcers in their fight into the central 
Pennsylvania district, where it is pro- 
posed to close down all the mines. He 
can not predict when the strike will be 
settled, out olidms his organisation can 
stand the itfikt until the last of Sep- 
tember. Tha operatorsr he said, had 
promised to paythotnioe when the sup- 
ply of Dearmlt's mines had been cut off. 
This has been done, but the operators 
had failed to keep their part of the con- 
tract. 

The miners who have been working 
regularly at Oak Hill mines were paid 
yesterday af temocm. Those who Joined 
the strilcers did not get their cash, the 
company withholding it. as under the 
contract the men forfeited their wages 
by striking. There was no excitement. 
Between 200 and 800 employes were on 
hand, but few of them received any 
money. Mr. Dearmit mode a speech to 
the men, telling them he sympathi/.od 
with them and that the money was 
withheld, not because the company 
wanted it, but because it had to curry 
out the terms of the contract. Ho de- 
nounced the midnight marching and 
the encaini)nieiit and said it w^as a blut 
npon the hi>t()ryof the country, that 
'Me laws .-ire not enforced and such 
movements stopped. 

Anjepi.lemic of typhoid fever prevails 
in the Turtle Creek Valley, and it is 
feared that the disease' will break <uit in 
the miners' camp. The health authori- 
ties have warned thi! citi/.eii> not lo use 
the water from Turtle Crerk, as it is 
known to cont.ain tyi)hoid kitmis. Tur- 
tle Creek is the only stream within sev- 
eral miles of the camp, and the strikers 
are compelled to use the water for dhuk- 
ing, cooking and bathing purposes. 

BOGQS RUN MINERS OUT. 

The SuapentloB rractlcKlIjr Cuni|ilpto lo 
th« Wb««Uns Olatrlot JUUroMl Mlue*. 

Whsbuxo, Aug. 11.— 'Wheeling was 
the scene of s pwoabli iaTssion from 
Ohio yesterday. A sniiill army of Ohio 
side striking miners from Wheeling 
Creek, ou the Cleveland, Lorain and 
Wiieeliug road, numbering 137, marched 
through the city early in the morning 
to th« Bogts Run miaea. The Boggi 
Run men got wind of the invasion and 
only six or eight arrived to go to work. 
These were taken in hand by the visit- 
ors and persuaded to si^'n a i)jip<.r to 
stay out. l>ater in the day the other 
Bo^'gs Run men were seen and aKreed 
to join tho strike. This makes the sus- 
pension practically complete in tho 
Wheeling district railroad mines. 

The strikers then proc-eeded to the 
Belmont and Riverside mill mines and 
made a doraohstratiou there. A com- 
mittee of the strikers and one repre- 
senting the mill miners met and it was 
decided that the question of these men 
joining the strike would be deterinino<l 
by President Ratchford. If this coarse 
is pursued it will throw thousands oat 
of work. 

The action of the Bellaire peddling 
banks in shutting down may be re- 
scinded as the Ohio strike leaders are 
not in favor of abuttiiif down tlM mill 
banks. 

The Wegee miners have decided to 
join the strike. This ahd tbe Heather-

OHIO MINERS. 

Crntsda op the Silver Creek Mine* Bad 
the Dettrpil KITect. 

Akbon, O., Aug. 11.— The crusade of 
the MassiUon miners into the Silver 

creek sub-district had the desired effect. 
Not a dozen men are working today in 
that part of tho Massillon tieUl. The 
Massillon miners, a thousand strong, 
arrived in wagons and on foot at Silver 
creek, just as the men were going to 
work. They surrounded the pit mouths 
at the Loomis and Gard mines and re- 
fused to allow the men to go below. 
Forty men had been at work at the 
Loomis mine and 2U at Cards'. 

When the object of the visit to Silver 
creek had been accomplislied tho Mas- 
sillou miners marched to DnyKstown 
and forced 1:^ men out at Ilairs mine 
and W out on the Mobile mine. Notice 
was s.Tved on all wholesale and eve:; 
the retail mines in the si.b district that 
work must be stopped. A dispensation 
was Kivcii the retailers to mine COat for 
the threshing maciiincs. 

ILLINOIS MINERS. 

The Town u( Cnnvt n I iidor Martial Law 
•ad Trouble Feared. 

OoFFBBsr, DL, Aug. 11.— This town is 
under martial law. A force of 98 armed 
deputy sheriffs is guarding the town 
and particularly the iiropia ty of theCof- 
feen Coal and Cooper comijaiiy. 

One hundred and twenty-five men 
were at work in the shaft yesterday un- 
der protection of an armed force. The 
miners are encamped 600 strong in the 
woods just west of town. They have 
been forbidden to enter the village un- 
der penalty of arrest. 

Advices received by the sheriff from 
Hillsborough state that fully 200 strik- 
ers are coming from Auburn, Qiraid 
and other mining towns to the north. 
Sheriff Randle has orden d out 160 men 
armed, to reinforce the guard protect- 
ing the town against this invasion. He 
also telegraphed to Nokomis for 50 more 
men.

St. Louis, Aug. 11.— More than 180 

Belleville (111.) miners hav left there 
and befiau their march to Murphysbor- 
ough. At Du(iuoin, Lebanon and other 
mining towns aloni; their way the 
marclurs expect to rt ceive a( cessions to 
their ranks. A stand will be made at 
Miirphysborough, whiTe a pea ■►•able at- 
tempt will be mode to induce the work- 
ing miners to strike.

Ills., Aug. 11.— Spring- 
field miners will inarch to Decatnr TOO 
strong.

Sheriff Nicholson of 
Mason county has sworn in 100 depu- 
ties and has 35 repeating Winchesters 
w^ith which he says he will keep the peace 
and all of the miners who wish to do so 
can work regardless of the army who 
will be enoMaped outside of Decatnr.

Madrid, Aug. 10.— A dispatch from 
Lucera, Italy, says that the Italian po- 

hce have identified CJoUi, the .'wsassin of 
Senor Canovas, as Michel Anjfiolino. 
He IS 83 years of age, and was born .at 
Eoggia, capital of the province of that 
name in the Apulian plain. 

His military record was very bad. He 
proved an indifferent and disobedient 
soldier, and was sent for three years' 
service in the disciplinary battaUon. 
Subsequently he became a compositor. 

In April, 1896, he was sentenced to 18 
months' imprisonment for disseminat- 
ing anarchist propaganda, bnt after 
serving a part of the time he escaped to 
Spain. He comes of an honest family. 
His father, who is a tailor, is grief- 
stricken by the crime of the son.

New Yoi'.k, Aug. 8.— The Sun in an 
editorial this morning bunches some 
pension facts in a way that make a sen* 

sation, as the inference drawn is that a 
great proportion of pensioners are un- 
worthy of Government bounty and tkat 
the list should he cut down. From fig- 
ures recently iiublished. the Snn shows 
that at tlie present rate of expenditure 
the annnal pension list has been con- 
suming more than nine>tenths of all the 
revenue taken in at all of tbe custom 
bouses of the United Sutcs ; or, again, if 
the enstora duties are considered as pay- 
ing the general espenses of the riovern- 
ment, tbe pensions have been using up 
not less than 98 per cent of the total re* 
ceipts from iiiternal revi-nne. 

Thirty-two years after the end of tbe 
cival war tbe number of pedsioners, on 
account of that war, exceeds by about a 
quarter of a million the number of sol- 
diers actually engaged in ser%'ice in all 
the armies of tbe Government at any 
time between the firing upon Sumter 
and tbe surrender of Lee at Appomattox. 
The army of pensioners, after a third of 
a century, is between 90 and 40 per cent, 
larger than the fighting army at any one 
time during tbe war. We have already 
paid in pensions since the war two billion 
dollars, or two-third.s as much as it cost 
the Government to carry on the war.
